Pursuant to the August 26, 1981, Order of U.S. District 
Judge Harold H. Greene in the civil matter " American Friends 
Servi ce Committee, et al . v. William H. Webster, et al, " u . S . 
District Court, Washington, D.C., Civil Action Number 79-1655, 

I request that you make an archivist available to the FBI Los 
Angeles Office to review a volume of documentary evidence 
consisting of video tapes of copyrighted film. 

The case involved is captioned "Home Video Center, 8907 
Warner Avenue, Huntington Beach, California; Copyright Matter','- -- 
(Los Angeles file number 28D-8082). ■ 

By way of background, on July 29, 1981, Special Wents 
of the FBI executed a search warrant at the Home Video Center and 
seized 419 video cassettes which had been illegally produced in 
violation of U.S. Copyright laws. These video cassettes consist 
of movie titles such as "Nine to Five", "Caddyshack" , "Breaking 
Glass", "Coal Miner's Daughter", "The Jerk", "Going in Style", 
Fame and "2001 Space Odyssey", all of which are in wide 
circulation and in film libraries of the movie industry. 
Accordingly there appears to be no historical value to any of the 
419 video cassettes seized. These video cassettes are stored 
m the Bulky Exhibit Section at FBI Los Angeles Headquarters 
where there is a critical space problem. The Assistant U. S. 
Attorney, Los Angeles, has declined prosecution in this matter 
and the owner of the Home Video Center has authorized the 
destruction of all video cassetts being held by the FBI 
Los Angeles Office.

DETAILS : An article in the 3-11-82 edition of the "Washington Post," entitled 

"Panel Chairman Assails Proposed Security Rules," reported on a House 
of Representatives Government Information and Individual Rights Subcommittee 
hearing on the proposed draft for classification of national security information. 
In part, the article indicated that Anna Nelson, a George Washington University 
history professor, testified that the FBI had in the past steadily released 
war-time records on Nazi operations in Latin America under the current Executive 
Order 12065. She further testified that recently the FBI has become unwilling / 
to go into Archives and declassify the rest of the documents. Ms. Nelson ■// 

continued her testimony by stating she felt the pattern would be repeated 
throughout the Government by those who read 20- , 30- , and 40-year-old documents. 

The Subcommittee hearing concerned the 2-24-82 draft of the 
Executive Order for classification of national security information which, if 
approved, will replace Executive Order 12065.

who is the liaison representative to the NARS, contacted Joann Williamson, 

Deputy Director, Records Declassification Division, NARS, who advised that 
Ms. Nelson had received her information regarding the FBI's unwillingness to 
declassify information from Mr. Milton Gustafson, Director, Diplomatic Branch, 

NARS. Mr. Gustafson related to Ms. Williamson that he had discussed what he 
considered to be a problem with Ms. Nelson at the above Congressional Subcommittee 
hearing* He related to Ms. Williamson that in the past (believed to be the period 
1978 to 1979), the FBI was involved in reviewing Latin America-Nazi operations 
records for a# NARS microfilm project. He advised Ms. Williamson that at the time 
of the review, the FBI representative involved released South American foreign 
government information. He further stated that recently the FBI was classifying 
similar information from foreign governments for the period 1920 through 1930. 

The CAU is responsible for the mandatory review of documents held 
by NARS. Recently, the CAU issued guidelines to NARS governing all documents 
created prior to 1-1-46 to assist NARS in their review of these documents. The 
guidelines greatly reduced the types of information which NARS is required to 
refer to the FBI, as well as the types of information the Bureau would continue 
to classify. The major category of information which still warrants classification 
is that information furnished to the FBI from foreign governments. Further, 
information provided by South American sources, who were officials of their 
respective governments, continues to warrant classification. This is not a 
deviation from the policy used in years past to classify national security 
information. 

The DCRS will meet with Mr. Gustafson regarding his expressed concerns 
about FBI classification policies and procedures, and you will be advised of 
the results .

ager for six years, began to provide to the FBI an outline of 
the subject's multi- jurisdictional criminal activity. Based on 
her testimony, a search warrant was issued by Federal Judge Richey 
and executed on 5/8/81, at subject's businesses located at 413-415 
9th Street, N.W., WDC, and 514 9th Street, N.W., WDC. Approxi- 
mately 50 file cabinet drawers containing business records and 
numerous documents were seized, along with several hundred as- 
sorted gifts, handguns, and rifles. The gifts and non-eviden- 
tiary items were later released based on a stipulation, dated 
6/4/81. • 

At present,- and pursuant to several agreed upon meet- 
ings held. on 3/3/82 and 4/6/82, at WFO with the subject and his 
attorney, seized documents were reviewed and some items returned 
based on pre-arranged agreements concerning those of a non- 
evidentiary nature.

1. A number of USDJs, U.S. Magistrates and U.S. 
Attorneys consider pirated motion picture 
films, video cassettes and sound recordings to 
be physical, not documentary evidence. 

2. All field offices responded to the All SAC 
teletype, referenced above. 31 field offices 
have disposed of pirated motion picture films, 
video cassettes and sound recordings during the 
past year, inasmuch as this material was 
considered to be physical evidence. 27 offices 
were not involved in the disposition of such 
material. 

3. Pirated motion picture films, video cassettes 
and sound recordings were disposed of by the 31 
field offices in 82 separate cases. 

4. Eight field offices have 18 disposition actions 
pending for pirated motion picture films, video 
cassettes and sound recordings. 

5. Authority to' dispose of pirated motion picture 
films, video cassettes and sound recordings by 
the 31 field offices included court orders, 
magistrate orders, plea bargaining agreements, 
U.S. Attorney instructions and agreement of the 
owner of the material. 

6. Disposition was carried out by the various 
field offices through the following means: 

A. Outright destruction. 

B. Erasure of the material by the FBI and the 
return of the blank video or sound cassette 
to the owner. 

C. Stolen motion picture film and video 
cassettes returned to the motion picture 
industry (one case).

Noncompliance with this court order will place the Boston 
Office in contempt.
